IT COULD HE MUCH WORSE 


We are still dry, and fields 
are showing the effects of the 
long spell of dry hot weather, 
but at the same time, our pros¬ 
pects are fair to good, and 
unless something unforseen hap 
pens, we are going to have some 
surprising yields, both in bush- 
el, and quality of grain thresh¬ 
ed. It will be far from an av¬ 
erage crop, of course, but with 
the cooler weather of the pres¬ 
ent week, and the heavy dew 
each night that hr|ve been fall¬ 
ing, have given the heads the 
moisture to keep on filling, un¬ 
til today, in many fields, grain 
stands stirrup high when on? 
is riding through it. the heads 
are a nice green color, and the 
ernels which arc now in the 
dough, are nice and plump and 
full. What the next two weeks 
or so may do to the crops, no 
one can tell, but at present they 
are fairly good. 

With frost in the north, dried 
out fields to the west and sou¬ 
th of us, and a short crop all 
over the United States, accord¬ 
ing to reports, our district 
must be very favored, and 
have the appearance of a verit¬ 
able paradise. Grain is dry, and 
the) base of the stalks are brown 
and brittle, but the most of the 
stalk i s nice and green, and the 
heads seem to be filling in verv 
good manner. The hay crop is 
light, but with a harvest of 
grain, and the prospective sup¬ 
ply of beet pulp that will be av¬ 
ailable, it is likely the stock can 
be carried through without ser 
ious losses, and some beef feed¬ 
ing is likely to take place again 
this year. 

It is likely that if we stand 
alone in the question of a crop 
that we will be over run again 
with collectors, salesman and 
get rich quick schemes to cause 
us to part with what few shek¬ 
els do come in, but in this case 
our past experience should 
come to our rescue and cause 
us to consider well l>efore we 
part with e)ven a dollar without 
good and justifiable reason. 
Wherever the carcass is there 
will the buzzards gather, and 
too often, the only reason these 
smooth-tongued people have is 
to get ua and our money parted, 
and as far a s any desire or 
hope of benefiting us, that is 
the farthest thing from their 
minds. They want the money 
and if they can get it good-bye. 
That is all they care. 

While we will have another 
winter characterized by a la d: 


Plainly, the incentive behind 
the recent wave of kidnapings 
in the United States is the 
hope of collecting ransom. So 
long a s the forces of law are 
held on leash to facilitate the 
payment of ransoms, the forces 
of crime are encouraged to be¬ 
lieve that such depredations 
are profitable. Col. Louis M. 
Howe, secretary to President 
Roosevelt, has urged that citiz¬ 
ens refuse, whatever the stress 
to contribute to kidnepers. Now, 
Herbert H. Lehman, Governor of 
New York, is reported to favor 
legistation to end the practice 
of parleying with extortioners. 

Undeniably the relatives or 
friends of a kidnap victim are 
in a position that compels the 
greatest sympathy. One can 
hardly blame them if their first 
concern i s to establish touch 
with the criminals and make 
even costly terms for the ret¬ 
urn of the »ovcd oil' Probably 
no one can sav with certainty 
that he would do otherwise if 
his child were in the hands of 
possible torturers. P.ut the res¬ 
ult is a strange mixture be¬ 
tween grim, iron-handed pur¬ 
suit of the kidnapers by the 
poUco nad scficitous appeals 
with promises of leniency by 
the family aggrieved. 

Suppose, on the oilier hand, 
that the family of the kidnap 
victim should declare 

fio.n tnt first tha*. it will make 
no terms with the criminals, 
hut will devote its onluc cnerg 
ies and resources., and all the 
public aid it can command, to 
bringing them to punishment 
under the law uiJcss the victim 
is returned or ele \i*d in a safe 
place. 

This *s a Spartan attitude to 
propose. Yet In' roo-r.i of some 
cases indicates there might be 
about as much likelihood of 
safety f? the victim in one *vu- 
rse as a the other, ( ••rtainlv 
one who had the lor 1 iPi !•* In 
hold out should have the re¬ 
doubled assistance of the whole 
commut *t T . official and priv.vo. 
For he wj.M be iighbng for 
the prot stnn of all who might 
otherwise con.e under r. r »r 
depredati” is of sticl gangs. 

What s-o* the urge Si the* 
ransom of the one who has be¬ 
en abducted, it is beginning to 
appear that there is a still larg¬ 
er stake in the safety of the co¬ 
mmunity as a whole from the 
menace of organized kidnapings. 
It is on this ground that Gov¬ 
ernor Lehman considers recom¬ 
mending that it be made an of¬ 
fense—in the nature of com¬ 
pounding a felony—to pay ran¬ 


som to abductors for the iclease 
of a victim. According to some 
legal opinion, this already is 
the case if there i* an agreem¬ 
ent not to prosecute. 

Americans naturally will be 
more willing to throw their re¬ 
liance upon the law when it is 
shown that enforcement officers 
are able to bring a greater pro¬ 
portion of law violators to book. 
The plan under consideration 
by the Department of Justice 
to establish a ‘super police’ for¬ 
ce lends hope in this direction. 
Hut it i s interesting and reas¬ 
suring to find that already the 
great majority of the abduct¬ 
ion cases more recenly in the 
news hr|»*e ended in the arrest 
and prosecution of one or all 
ol the abductors. 

Seven persons, one of whom 
has confessed, are under arrest 
for the brutal kidnaping of 
August Luer, aged Illinois bank 
er. Four gang members are be¬ 
ing held in Milkwaukee for the 
abduction of William Hamm Jr. 
of St. Paul, Minn. A former con 
vict has been found guilty and 
sen* cured to l/? nnngud for 
leading the band that stole 
Miss Mary McElroy from her 
home in Kansas City. Three 
persons are in prison for the 
kidnaping of Mrs. Nell Donnelly 
of that city. The abductors of 
Peggy McMath of Harwichport 
Mass., James de Jute of Niles, 
Ohio, Mr. and Mrs. E. L. Caress 
of Los Angeles, Sidney Mann 
of New' York, and Charle s Boet¬ 
tcher Jr. of Denver, Colo., are 
behind the bars, some of them 
for life; and this is only part 
of the list. 

This success is encouraging. 
It indicates that abduction is 
not such a sure and easy way 
of obtaining money as some 
have supposed. It points, more¬ 
over, to a time when the phr¬ 
ase “dealing with kidnapers” 
will not mean bargaining with 
them but will mean meting out 
swift, sure and stern punish¬ 
ment.—Chistian Science Mon¬ 
itor.

(Experimental Farms Notes.) 

Sweet clover is being exten¬ 
sively grown on the prairies, 
and particularly in Mantoba, as 
a weed fighting fodder crop. 
For this reason it is gene rally 
seeded on weed infested land 
lor the purpose ot removing 
wild oats, certain other annuals 
and perennials which grow 
with it, belore they cast seed. 
With this objective, it is nec¬ 
essary that the annual weeds 
germinate and grow with the 
clover. It is not unusual, how¬ 
ever, to obsei|» T e wild oats lying 
inert on the surface during the 
clover hay year. They are con¬ 
sequently ploughed under with 
the clover stubble and if not 
grown out by a careful fallow 
process will grow and menace 
the succeeding grain crop. T ms. 
on many an occasion, hopes 
that sweet clover would mater¬ 
ially exterminate wild oats are 
blasted. 

On the Illustration Stations 
in Manitoba and Eastern Sask¬ 
atchewan, where sweet clover 
is grown systematic rotation 
with grain, its usefulness for 
weed control is being critically 
observed. At such widely sep¬ 
arated points as Peterfield, and 
Roblin in Manitoba and Pelly 
in Saskatchewan, careful disk¬ 
ing of the newly established 
field of sweet clover in the fall 
followed by r. stroke ot the 
harrows, either in fall or 
spring, has covered most of 
the wild oats and other weed 
seeds and has induced them to 
grow s n that they can he cut 
with the clover the succeeding 
year. Not only does fall disking 
bury annual weed seeds which 
must grow to be eradicated, 
but winter annuals and perenn¬ 
ial seedlings which have just 
started growth are thinned out. 
Will such a cultural opera* Lu 
injure the clover roots? If the 
stand i s uniform and the root;-, 
arc so strongly established 
that few w'ill pull out at the 
end of September little injury 
should result if the blades of 
the disk harrow are set to only 
half or slightly more than half 
the usual cutting angle. The 
aangle to which the disk run 
will depend on the firmness and 
texture of the soil. On the av¬ 
erage prairie loam, little dif¬ 
ficulty will be encountered. In 
clay soils which bake hard, the 
disk will tend to lift the sjr- 
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face in lumps and breaking of 
the clover roots might o'-cur.

MARKETS IN BRITAIN FAV¬ 
ORING LIGHT WEIGHTS 


Canadian cattle off the Man¬ 
chester Citizen and the Du naff 
Head were cleared at Birken¬ 
head during the week of July 
20, says the Dominion livestock 
branch cable and the trade for 
all except choice light weights 
was very weak and salesmen 
were finding it difficult t 0 ntovo 
the heavier cattle and offering 
as low r as 6d per lb. dressed, in¬ 
cluding offal, u>i this class. 

At prevailing ex.Image lids 
is equivalent to about 12 3. 
Baby beeves are making 15.4@ 
15.9c; other cattle 14 3(g) 14.3c; 
medium weights 13.6c; and 
some heavies 12.8@L3 6e. 

The Manchester Division was 
also cleared, but the cattle 
mostly lacked the usual suitabil 
ity for the market that ha* be¬ 
en maintained in pxvi con¬ 
signments, including a large 
percentage of heavyweights. 
The prices on this steams** ran 
ged from 12.3@15.3, with cows 
and bulls 7.2@9.2c. 

The Kastalia cattle were sold 
at Cardiff and varied from 12.3 
@ 14.8c. Only a small percent¬ 
age were absorbed locally. 

Glasgow sold the Glentworth 
cattle at 7.68c live weight for 
the best quality; second grades 
7.2c and feeders 6.15c. There 
are practically no Irish cattle 
offered as yet at Glasgow'. 

There were about 1800 Irish 
cattle offered at Birkenhead for 
the week.—Market Examiner.

margin is very large. So, when r. manufacturer spends $50,- 
000 a year on press advertising, ^ can be assumed that the 

total annual sales ol his product . mount to from $1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000. 


Now, if you are stocking a 
nationally-advertised product — 
advertised in big-city dailies and 
in nationally circulated maga¬ 
zines, you have a right to see 
this product also being locally 
advertised —in this nei . r. 
Your total annual sales of the 
maker’s product, joined to those 
of its other local distributors 
(if there are others), entitle 
you to demand that the product 
be locally advertised in this 
newspaper. 

If the maker or his represen¬ 
tative talks t 0 y°u about the 
advertising being done for tin* 
product in big-city dailies and 
in national magazines, tell him 
that upwards of 90 per cent, of 
the families in your sales terri¬ 
tory do not subscribe t j a big- 
city daily or to a national mag¬ 
azine; and that, thei efoi e he i 
putting on YOUR shoulders the 
burden of creating and main¬ 
taining sales. 

Clearly, it is not RIGHT h a ; 
you should be required t , ro- 
motc the sale of a product in 
the territory served by 
newspaper, without leteivir. 
from the mam ,f cturer the 


same kind and degree of sales 
assistance which he is giving 
retailers resident in cities 
here he s spending a lot of 
money on local advertising. 

Quite too often manufactur¬ 
ers don’t want to advertise in 
local weekly newspapers, saying 
that it costs too much. They 
forget, however, that their sal¬ 
es in towns served by weekly 
newspapers provide an adver¬ 
tising fund which should be 
ally.
